Mystery Tunnel Puzzles Diggers

Almost any day now the 
world may hear news of one of 
tbs grtatest archeological dis­ 
covert«« in history—the result 
of more than 70 day’s excava­ 
tion in S long, narrow tunnel 
in Luxor’s famed Valley of 
the Kings. 
For the past two months a 
wizened Egyptian living only 
a few miles from the burial 
ground of the ancient Phar- 
aohs has been directing dig­ 
gings into a rock-hewn tunnel 
leading from the tomb of the 
mighty and famous Pharaoh 
Seti 1. Sheikh Ah Abdel Ras- 
soul believes the tunnel will 
lead to treasures and relics 
which may even surpass the 
fabulous riches of King Tut­ 
ankhamen. discovered in 1923. 
Abdel Rassoul and his 22 
workmen, having reached a 
depth of 145 yards in the ap­ 
proximately 6-by-6*foot sub­ 
terranean passage, believe they 
are nearing the end They ex­ 
pect to come across the door 
of Seti’s real burial chamber 
any day. Abdel Rassoul thinks 
that the burial chamber pre­ 
viously discovered was a de­ 
coy, built to deceive grave 
robbers. 
When Abdel Rassoul will 
reach his goal, and what the 
secret chamber, if found, will 
contain, is a bit of a guessing 
game among Egyptologists. 
Dr. D. Mayler, professor of 
Egyptology at Munich Univer­ 
sity, maintains that the tunnel 


A mystery tunnel being ex­

Osiris, because King Seti I 
held this “God of the Under­ 
world and Judge of the Dead'' 
in great veneration 
Egyptologist Dr. Mohammed 
Abdel Kader holds that the 
subterranean passage was de­ 
signed as the spirit’s route to 
the underworld, and expects 
stone solar boats to be dis­ 
covered 
Abdel Rassoul, who also is 
financing the diggings, claims 
he learned about the passage 
from 
his 
grandfather, 
who 
worked with some European 
archeological missions at the 
turn of the century He said 
he kept this revelation a secret 
until he had enough money 
to undertake the diggings 
There 
are 
altogether 
507 
tombs in the Valley of the 
Kings across the Nile iron 
Luxor, the ancient Pharaona 
capital of Thebes. 
King Seti’s tomb is one oI 
the biggest m the valley, ex­ 
tending 105 yards into solid 
rock The tomb contains five 
corridors and six side cham ­ 
bers, 
including 
the 
burial 
chamber, where a well was 
drilled to mislead robbers. The 
big burial chamber at the end 


of the room contained a m ar­ 
ble 
sarcophagus 
where 
the 
King’s mummy was kept. 
The 
subterranean 
passage 
discovered by Abdel Rassoul 
begins beyond the burial cham ­ 
ber. 
Seti’s 
tomb, 
which 
is 
about 3.500 years old. was ap-1 
parently known to the Romans 
during 
their 
conquest 
of 
Egypt. It was mentioned in 
Roman historical writings. 
The tomb was rediscovered 
by an Italian circus clown 
called Belzoni who came to 
Egypt in 1917 to entertain the 
Khedive Belzoni succeeded in 
getting the K hedives perm is­ 
sion to excavate in the region 
of Luxor 
With the help of Abdel Ras- 
soul’s grandfather. Belzoni suc­ 
ceeded in opening the tomb, 
but apparently all its con­ 
tents, except for a huge m ar­ 
ble sarcophagus, were stolen 
by grave robbers many cen­ 
turies ago. The marble case is 
now in the British Museum in 
London. The walls of the tomb 
and the ceiling were covered 
by beautiful multicolored de­ 
signs 
and 
hieroglyphic 
in­ 
scriptions 
which 
have 
re­ 
mained vivid throughout the 
years. There are 75 representa­ 
tions of the sun-god Ra per­ 
forming his different duties.
